IN  presenting  the  132nd  Annual  Report  of  the  Bristol  Royal 
School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,  the  Committee  of  Management 
desire  to  express  grateful  thanks  to  all  who  have  contributed  in 
any  way  towards  the  successful  continuance  of  this  old-established 
organization.  During  recent  years  the  work  has  become  more 
comprehensive,  and  the  Institution  has  undertaken  a wider  area 
and  more  complete  administration  under  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
the  Council  of  the  City  and  County  of  Bristol,  so  that  the  local  need 
for  an  increased  subscription  list  should  commend  itself  to  a wider 
number  of  friends. 

Committee. — The  Committee  much  regret  to  have  to  record  the 
death  of  Alderman  James  T.  Francombe,  who  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Committee  for  many  years,  and  took  a deep  personal  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Institution.  It  is  with  much  regret  that  the 
Committee  records  the  retirement  of  Alderman  Frank  Sheppard, 
who  has  for  fifteen  years  represented  the  Bristol  Education  Committee 
and  has  given  valuable  service  to  the  Blind. 

The  School. — The  School  has  again  been  utilized  to  its  full 
extent,  and  much  good,  progressive  work  has  been  accomplished. 
The  Infant  Class-room  has  been  refurnished,  additional  books  have 
been  purchased  for  the  School  Library,  and  two  additional  Pianos 
have  been  purchased  for  the  Music  Department. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  de  Lacy  O’Leary  held  the  Dioceson  Inspection 
on  the  23rd  June,  1924,  and  gave  an  encouraging  report. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  Bristol  held  a Confirmation  Service  at  the 
School  on  the  11th  of  December.  Fifteen  of  the  pupils — seven 
girls  and  eight  boys — were  confirmed.  They  had  been  prepared  by 
the  Rev.  G.  A.  K.  Simpson,  M.A. 

Technical  Department. — In  this  department,  the  pupils  who 
have  passed  through  the  Elementary  School  are  trained  in  Piano- 
tuning, Piano  and  Organ-playing,  Basket  and  Mat-making,  Swedish 
Loom  Weaving  and  Machine  Stocking-knitting,  together  with  all 
subsidiary  handicrafts.  The  articles  produced  are  placed  on  sale  in 
the  Shop  near  the  entrance  and  also  in  the  new  Shop  in  Park  Street. 

Music. — The  following  successes  have  been  gained  in  various

Eisteddfod  Successes. — In  the  Country  Dancing  Competition 
recently  held  at  the  Bristol  Eisteddfod,  three  Certificates  of  Merit 
were  obtained  by  the  girls  in  the  Classes  for  Folk  Dancing.  A First 
Class  Certificate  was  gained  in  the  Solo-singing  Competition,  and  in 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  Section  a Certificate  of  the  hirst  Class,  and  a 
Second  Class  Certificate  were  gained  for  Basket-making. 

These  are  encouraging  results,  and  the  Competitions  afford  an 
opportunity  to  the  children  of  this  School  to  compete  on  equal  terms 
with  ordinary  school  children. 

Physical  Training. — It  is  very  important  that  the  Physical 
Training  should  be  active  and  varied,  as  the  work  in  which  the 
pupils  are  occupied  is  mostly  sedentary.  The  natural  tendency  of 
the  Blind  is  somewhat  nervous,  lethargic  and  awkward  in  gait.  In 
order  to  correct  this  a specially-equipped  gymnasium,  playing  fields 
and  training  by  special  instructors  are  provided. 

Ex-Pupils. — Increased  numbers  of  those  who  were  trained  in 
our  Technical  Schools  have  been  rendered  so  efficient  that  they  are 
able  to  be  independent  of  Institution  assistance  in  Workshops,  and 
to  carry  on  their  trade  at  their  own  homes.  It  is  distinctly  gratifying 
that,  with  a few  exceptions,  these  Home  Workers  are  fully  employed 
and  are  giving  a satisfactory  account  of  the  practical  training  they 
have  received . 

Finance. — The  Accounts,  printed  with  this  Report,  show  the 

need  of  maintaining  the  help  derived  for  many  years  from  the 

charitable  public  and  to  increase  it  as  much  as  possible.  It  is  a 
matter  of  thankfulness  that  the  total  subscriptions  and  donations 
have  steadily  increased  during  the  past  ten  years,  and  is  now  higher 
than  it  has  ever  been  before;  on  the  other  hand,  the  need  for 
expenditure,  especially  for  the  more  dependent  and  unemployable 
Blind  has  increased.  The  liberal  grants  of  the  City  Council  are 
most  helpful  in  supplementing  the  charitable  resources  of  the 
Institution. 

The  amount  received  from  Legacies  has  been  rather  more  than 
the  average,  and  has  been  devoted  to  capital  expenditure,  including 

the  purchase  and  equipment  of  the  new  Sale  Shop. 

The  increased  contribution  for  the  Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund 
is  a very  encouraging  feature.  These  contributions  amounted  last 
year  to  nearly  1,000.  and  were  derived  from  collections  at  places 
of  entertainment  and  from  employees  of  firms  in  the  City,  as  well 
as  from  a number  of  individual  donors.  The  Blind  Collectors  of  this 
1'  und  are  encouraged  by  the  numerous  gifts  of  our  fellow  citizens, 
even  though  they  consist  of  small  amounts. 

Workshops. — I lie  number  of  adult  blind  employees  and  trainees 
at  the  Workshops  has  slightly  increased  during  the  past  year,  and 
after  allowing  for  4 deaths  and  removals,  there  remain  42  men  and 
41  women.  Employment  has  been  given  in  the  usual  industries  : — 
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Basket-making  Mat-making,  Hand  and  Machine-knitting,  Chair- 
seatmg  Hand  Loom  Weaving  and  Brush-making.  There  is  a steady 
demand  for  training  of  the  Adult  Blind  who  have  lost  their  sight 
"hen  old  or  when  other  circumstances  prevent  their  admission  to 
residential  institutions.  On  the  whole,  the  health  of  the  workers 
'V1*  l,een  fa'rl,y  g°°li  except  during  the  difficult  period  of  prevailing 
sickness.  Although  the  demand  for  the  work  has  not  been  good,  the 
t omnnttee  have  given  constant  employment  to  all  Blind  Workers  at 
such  occupations  as  they  are  reasonably  fitted  for. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Sale  Shop  at  the  bottom  of  Park  Street 
m December  last  has  afforded  the  public  a better  opportunity  of 
seeing  the  finished  work  done  by  the  Blind  displayed  there,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  will  result  in  increased  interest  and  sales.  The 
1 1 a\  el  ling  Saleswoman  has  visited  many  towns  in  the  South-West  of 
Kngland  and  sold  our  work  with  the  help  of  ladies  interested, 
further  invitations  for  the  visits  of  the  Saleswoman  would  much  help 
the  Institution  in  giving  employment  to  our  Blind  workers  These 
sales  are  enumerated  in  another  part  of  the  Report,  and  also  sales  at 
Drawing-rooms,  Garden  Fetes,  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  payment  for  the  actual  value  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Blind,  which  reached  the  satisfactory  total  of  ^1,697,  the 
Committee  were  enabled  by  contributions  from  subscribers  and  donors 
to  the  “ Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund  ” and  by  the  aid  of  Grants  from 
the  City  and  County  Authorities  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  make 
reasonable  provision  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Blind  employees  and 
their  dependents  in  amount  according  to  grade  as  follows  per 
week  : — 1

The  usual  Christmas  Treats  and  Summer  Outing  have  been  °iven 
w it h the  kind  assistance  of  special  donations  for  these  objects.  ^The 
holidays  in  the  summer  have  been  somewhat  extended,  and  as  is  the 
case  with  other  holidays  at  the  usual  periods,  are  paid  for  at  the 
ordinary  work-time  rates. 

Owing  to  the  extent  to  which  supervision  is  required  for  Blind 
workers,  and  the  limited  amount  of  work  most  of  them  are  able  to 
do,  together  with  the  amount  of  augmentation  of  wages  necessary  to 
provide  reasonable  maintenance,  it  is  not  possible  to  keep  up  an 
efficient  employment  department  without  considerable  financial  assist- 
ance, in  addition  to  the  value  of  goods  sold.  A continuance  of 
charitable  contributions,  as  well  as  grants  from  public  authorities  is 
increasingly  necessary  in  order  generously  and  efficiently  to  maintain 
the  welfare  of  the  Blind. 

Hostel. — The  Hostel  at  15,  W’oodland  Road,  still  maintains  a 
large  number  of  our  blind  women  workers,  there  being  twenty-two 
in  residence,  whilst  some  of  the  senior  pupils  from  our  School  at 
W’estbury  are  housed  there  during  the  School  holidays. 

The  Hostel  continues  to  lie  the  boon  which  Mr.  H.  H.  Wills 
intended  it  should  he.  To  provide  wholesome  food,  home  comforts 
and  fresh  air  is  the  first  consideration  of  those  who  are  in  charge, 
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and  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  the  Blind  after  their  day’s  work  to  come 
home  to  a good  meal,  spending  the  rest  of  the  evening  in  comfort- 
able surroundings  and  in  the  summer  on  the  beautiful  lawn.  In 
November  of  last  year  Mrs.  H.  H.  Wills  kindly  provided  the  Hostel 
with  a Wireless  Set,  which  has  given  much  enjoyment  during  the 
dark  evenings. 

Everything  possible  is  done  to  make  this  Hostel  a real  and 
attractive  home  at  a reasonable  cost. 

Home  Teaching  and  Home  Workers’  Committee. — The  scope 
of  this  Committee  has  been  greatly  extended  in  recent  years,  and 
has  become  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  the  work.  It  now 
undertakes  the  welfare  of  all  the  Adult  Blind  of  the  City  who  are 
not  employed  in  the  Workshops,  as  well  as  some  Home  Workers  in 
adjacent  counties. 

The  Home  Workers’  Supervisor,  the  Home  Teachers,  and  the 
Almoner,  keep  in  touch  with  this  large  class  of  Blind  persons,  and 
endeavour  to  provide  that  no  one  of  them  is  without  help  and 
sympathy. 

The  Home  Workers  who  manufacture  articles  for  sale  in  their 
own  homes,  not  only  in  Bristol  but  in  the  Counties  of  Gloucestershire. 
Wiltshire,  and  Somersetshire,  sometimes  60  miles  from  Bristol,  are 
regularly  visited  and  assisted  in  various  ways.  The  Inspector  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  recently  pointed  out  that  many  isolated  and 
little  known  features  of  such  work  and  assistance  more  than  justifies 
the  expenditure  upon  it. 

There  are  now  56  Home  Workers  registered  as  being  largely 
maintained  by  the  tvork  they  do,  and  in  addition,  a larger  number 
who  are  able  and  encouraged  to  assist  in  their  maintenance  by  some 
form  of  employment. 

The  care  of  the  Unemployable  Blind  in  Bristol  has  been 
advanced  a further  step  by  the  enlargement  of  a Club,  which  was 
started  by  Mrs.  Sewell  several  years  ago  for  Blind  men  in  Bedminster. 
The  authorities  at  the  Central  Hall  in  Old  Market  Street  have  kindly 
lent  two  rooms,  and  on  each  Wednesday  afternoon  nearly  50  Blind 
men  and  women  meet  for  a Social  and  Educational  gathering  at  which 
the  Teachers,  and  other  members  of  the  Staff  under  the  supervision 
of  the  ladies  of  the  Committee  strive  to  make  their  lives  a little 
brighter. 

With  considerable  additions  to  our  Library  the  educational  and 
reading  departments  have  been  improved,  and  the  handicraft  employ 
ment  has  been  much  developed.
